tors will he told that if voluntary steps 
are not taken in the near future to 
end the tie-up, the government, to 
protect the public interests, will he 
forced to take drastic m easures look­ 
ing toward .ending the dispute.

I t is a very ccrmmon thin# nowaday* * > read ‘in th e editorial 
columns of mast any of the leading1 Democratic new spapers ref­ 
erences to “ the lag -of prosperity,” etc., while iti th eir news col­ 
um ns ap p ear big headlines show ing everyw here a m ark ed and 
constantly increasing activity in business and industry generally, 
th e articles under these headlines conveying inform ation of a 
general business revival. 
The “ lag o f presperity” period, which was in p a rt due to re­ 
ad ju stm en t cf affairs a lte r the war, but largely w as traceable to 
blunders committed by the Democratic adm inistration, has been 
safely passed. 
Those blunders made read ju stm en t m ore difficult. 
U nder Republican adm inistration, however, the nation is coming 
out of the doldrums. 
If the D em ocrats are still counting on “ the 
lag of prosperity” to win them the next House of Representatives, 
as the New York Times says, they are going to be g reatly d isap­ 
pointed. 
The Democratic party was ousted in the fall of 1920, and since 
that time Liberty bonds, which had fallen to th e low 80\s, have 
advanced to p ar value in the market ; industrial stocks have had 
an advance of about 30 per cent; th e average m a rk e t price of 
bonds h as advanced m ore than 25 p er cent; mills and factories 
that had been idle have resumed operation and consequently un­ 
em ploym ent has been reduced; building perm its increased from 
$60,000,000 in Ja n u ary cf 1921 to $140,000,000 in Ja n u a ry of this 
y e a r; time-loan rates have fallen from six or seven per cent to 
four and one-half; bank clearings have increased greatly. 
T hat the im provement is continuing is shown ‘in th e daily 
news reports of the press. 
There is, indeed, every indication that 
tim es are going to be much b e tte r long 'before tibis y e a r is out. 
There will surely not be “lag of prosperity,” but prosperity will 
be going strung on all its legs. 
T h a t Democratic hope mentioned 
by the Times is a forlorn hope, indeed. 


U N IT E D S T A T E S T H E C H IE F D F F EN D ER 


I t i s now reported that Lenine, the visionary Bolshevik pre­ 
mier, is recovering his health, and ’if so we may expect soon to see 
him throw ing out surly slurs against the United States again, as 
usual. Lenine’s inclination to hit this country is quite un d erstan d ­ 
able. 
He holds the Unite/d States responsible for th e policy which 
he claims has caused all the woes which lately have fallen upon 
the Russian people. 
To get out from under, w hen one has made 
a mess of it, is quite human, and Lenine picked the U nited States 
as the chief offender, presum ably because the United S tates is the 
leading example cf nations afflicted with a foolish devotion to 
capitalism and individualism. 
We add to this offense the even g rea ter guilt of prosperity. 
The Bolshevik prem ier cannot forgive the Am erican people who 
insist upon m aking capitalism a success, who insist upon m aking 
it woik in the teeth of all Lenine’s theories so th a t o u r people are 
fed and clothed, are solvent and as happy as hum ans m anage lo 
be in this im perfect world. 
While Bolshevism and Lenine are 
presiding over a starv in g and bankrupt nation, it is unforgivable 
fo r capitalist nations to thrive in defiance of th e tru e doctrine. 
Seriously, we 'believe it was a g rea t m istake to a d m it rep re­ 
sentatives of the Lenine-Trotzky g ang to the councils of civilized 
nations. 
The first requirem ent for Russian reconstruction, it is 
becoming increasingly obvious, is a Russian governm ent, rep­ 
resentative of the great mass of the Russian people, capable, effi­ 
cient, honest and founded upon a record of peaceful evolution 
ra th e r th a n 'bloody revolut ion, such as has characterized Bolshevik 
rule. 
It can be put down as a certainty that all efforts economic­ 
ally to compose Russia must fail as long as Russia has no govern­ 
m ent which will respect any governm ents. 
This should be obvious 
lo all.

I t i s announced th at an overwhelm ing vote in fav o r of a 
strike h a s been cast by m em bers of eleven railroad shop crafts 
and m aintenance of way unions. 
The combined m em bership of 
the unions affected totals 1,225,000 men. 
Only w ithdraw al of 
w age reductions ordered by the Railroad Labor Board and the 
tak in g back by the railroads of contracts farm ing out shop work. 
can aver t the threatened strike, union leaders say. 
They declare 
complete strike plans have been approved and unless the Board 
revokes its decisions the threatened strike will go into effect on 
Ju ly I as scheduled. 
It is not considered likely th at the Board 
will do so. 
Public opinion throughout the United States has shown itself 
intolerant cf a general tieup of the transportation service of the 
country. 
The present situation may find it even less sym pathetic 
tow ard a strike in protest against decisions of the R ailroad Labor 
B oard carry in g out their policy of equalizing railroad wages. 
The 
reductions proposed which, it is claimed, will still leave wages 
much higher than the pre-w ar levels, are not likely to be con­ 
sidered u n fair by the great mass of wage earn ers throughout the 
U nited States w ho have been compelled to accept reductions from 
th e height of w ar wages, and who have not had the service of a 
governm ental board to stand between them and th e application 
c f the universal law of supply and dem and applicable to labor. 
However, it is most earnestly hoped th at some sort of a com­ 
prom ise m ay be affected, satisfactory to both parties, 'by which a 
general railroad strike may be averted. 
Strikes a re alw ays costly 
Loth to em ployer and employe, and the general public as well. 


SL IG H T IN C R E A SE IN IMMIGRATION 


DURING the coming fiscal year the num ber of aliens to bo a d ­ 
m itted to the U nited States under the 3 per cent restrictive immi­ 
gration act, w hich definitely fixes the quotas from each country, 
wa3 placed by the L abor departm ent a t 357,903, as com pared w ith 
355,825 of last year. 
Com m issioner General H ubbard, in an ­ 
nouncing the quota explained th at the increase was due to in­ 
clusion of the foreign-born populations of Alaska, H aw aii and 
JPoi to Hico, as a basis, and in consequence of the m erging of the 
i, Turkish and Turkish-Armenia territories.
